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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Japanese Utility Model Publication No. 7-5445 (hereafter '5445). 

'5445 (Figures 1-7) shows an optical fiber fixing structure having a cylindrical 
ferrule 29 with optical fiber insertion through-hole starting from 25r to 29a and a side 
opening for receiving a gutter-like U-shaped fixing component 30. The fixing 
component has two fiber clamping parts, each with a leg portion 37 and another leg 
portion 38 for clamping a coated optical fiber 1 1 . The inner surfaces of the legs 37 and 
38 have teeth (fins) defining bumps and dips. The space between the teeth 37a and 
38a on one side of the fixing component is smaller than the outer diameter of the coated 
optical fiber, thus the fiber is held by press-welding between the legs 37 and 38. The 
opening in the fixture and inner wall surfaces facing the clamping parts are straight 
surfaces. The fixing structure has a projection (see Figure 3) to support the fiber and 
preventing the fiber from falling off. The fixing component has projections 33a and 34a 
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for latching the component to the fixture. The component and the fixture are made of 
plastic. The fiber 11 has a sheath around the fiber. 

As to Claims 1 and 4, '5445 does not show the fixing component press-welded 
(press-fitted) In the fixture. The instant invention does not provide any reasons or 
specific problem to be solved by press-fitting. Press-fitting is common knowledge and 
well known in the art of connectors in general. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the instant invention to press-fit the fixing 
component into the fixture because this would provide a much simpler connection 
between the two components in a similar way as press-fitting the fixing component to 
the fiber as shown by '5445. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Asada and Takizawa et al. also show methods of fixing a fiber in 
a ferrule.
